AND  SUPPOSE  that  they  had  been  carefully 
chosen  at  twenty  district  conventions  covering  the  United 
States,  the  selection  of  those  respective  quotas  having  been 
based  upon  the  virulency  of  the  disease  and  the  ability  to 
spread  it! 

AND  SUPPOSE  further  that  it  should  be  discov- 
ered that  this  national  convention  of  disease-breeding  men 
and  women  had  been  organized  and  instructed  upon  meth- 
ods of  procedure  by  a  foreign  government  which,  under 
the  pretense  of  friendship,  had  been  admitted  to  our  shores 
and  whose  Ambassador  was  being  lauded  and  feted  at 
public  functions  throughout  the  country ! 

SUPPOSE  all  this  should  occur! 

Well,  that  symbolizes  exactly  what  happened  at  one  of 
the  most  dangerous  gatherings  ever  held  in  the  United 
States — a  national  convention  at  Cleveland,  Ohio  during 
the  first  week  in  April.  While  the  disease  was  not  small- 
pox, it  was  quite  as  virulent  and  even  more  deadly  in  its 
pffect? — CcmnHmisn] 

But,  there  are  those  who  say:  "There  cannot  be  any- 
thing of  that  sort  here.  I  read  the  newspapers  and  I  do 
not  see  anything  about  it  in  their  columns."  The  answer 
is  that,  like  the  Government,  the  press  has  little  realiza- 
tion of  what  the  Communists  are  doing  in  this  country. 
In  fact,  both  the  Government  and  the  press  will  blandly 
assure  you  that  no  such  menace  exists. 

As  showing  how  little  the  newspapers  can  know  about 
what  is  going  on  even  under  their  very  noses,  take  that 
great  publication,  the  New  York  American,  which  has 
done  so  much  to  expose  the  dangers  of  Communism  in 
the  United  States.  The  Communists  have  so  many  mem- 
bers in  its  plant  at  220  South  Street,  New  York  City, 
that  they  are  even  publishing  a  tabloid  paper  of  their  own, 
called  "The  Hearst  Worker".  Of  course,  they  do  not 
flaunt  this  underground  enterprise  before  the  officials  of 
the  American  but  it  has  been  flourishing  for  two  years. 
Also,  we  have  seen  a  paper  gotten  out  by  the  Reds  on 
the  World  Telegram  and  we  are  told  that  similar  condi- 
tions exist  in  other  newspaper  plants — how  many,  we  do 
not  know.  We  do  know  that  they  are  honeycombed  by 
Communists  and  Socialists,  and  that  those  elements  are 
not  confined  to  the  mechanical  departments  but  are  to  be 
found  in  the  editorial  sanctums  as  well  as  in  the  book 
review,  dramatic,  art  and  other  departments. 

To  get  back  to  the  smallpox  simile :  How  many  Amer- 
icans know  that  the  spreading  throughout  our  body  politic 
of  this  deadly  poison  of  Communism,  observed  in  concen- 
trated form  at  the  Cleveland  convention  referred  to,  had 
been  ordered  by  the  Third  International  at  Moscow  on 
December  24,  1933 — after  Commissar  Litvinoff's  arrival 
home  with  U.  S.  recognition  in  his  pocket,  based  upon  his 
solemn  pledge   to   President   Roosevelt   "scrupulously  to 


ownership-  at— prupei  ty  amt  tner  destruction  err  parliament — 
tary  and  constitutional  government.  Destructive  revolu- 
tion is  inevitable,  since  the  present  owners  of  private 
property  control  the  military  and  police  forces  of  the 
nation  and  they  would  not  give  up  their  constitutional 
rights  without  armed  opposition. 

If  I  were  in  any  one  of  several  European  countries  and 
were  suspected  of  even  dreaming  of  such  a  program  of 
agitation,  bribery  and  armed  revolution,  I  would  be  taken 
out  and  shot." 

In  considering  the  foregoing  emanations  from  this  na- 
tional Communist  leader,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
he  was  merely  spreading  in  New  York  the  same  virus 
which  is  being  spread  throughout  the  length  and  breadth 
of  the  land  by  the  Communist  Party  of  the  U.  S.  A.

Communist  Hand  Seen  in  Strike  Wave 

One  answer  is  found  in  the  strike  wave  throughout  the 
country  which,  in  accordance  with  instructions  from  Mos- 
cow, has  been  developed  and  accentuated  by  the  immedi- 
ate entrance  of  the  Communists  into  such  industrial 
centers  as  Minneapolis,  Detrot,  Toledo,  San  Francisco, 
Imperial  Valley.  Birmingham,  Baltimore  and  Camden. 
It  does  not  require  thousands  of  Communists  to  instigate 
a  big  strike;  in  fact,  a  "nucleus"  of  only  six  shoe  workers 
tied  up  that  whole  industry  in  Haverhill,  Massachusetts, 
while  it  took  only  twenty-two  Communists  to  bring  about 
the  Minneapolis  strike.  They  are  fanatical  zealots  who 
know  no  defeat.  Down  them  today  and  they  are  "on  the 
job"  again  tomorrow.  And  yet,  national  voices  are  deny- 
ing that  there  is  any  menace  in  Communism ! 

Mayor  La  Guardia  came  face  to  face  with  this  dam- 
nable doctrine  when  a  band  of  1,500  men  and  women 
marched  to  City  Hall  after  holding  a  demonstration  out- 
side the  headquarters  of  the  Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare. Shaking  his  finger  in  the  face  of  the  leader  of  the 
Communist  sponsors  of  that  demonstration — as  well  as 
the  riot  of  a  week  ago  which  resulted  in  the  injury  of  a 
number  of  policemen— the  Mayor  exclaimed: 

"You  want  to  see  these  poor  people  starve  so  that  you 
can  mislead  and  incite  them  to  beat  the  police!

The  "Evanston  News-Index"  asks  for 
my  reply  to  the  three  and  one-half  page 
article  entitled  "The  Lady  Patriot's  Book" 
appearing  in  the  January  8th  issue  of  that 
"advocate  of  revolutionary  Socialism", 
"The  New  Republic".  This  article,  which  is 
a  flatteringly  frantic  attempt  to  discredit  my 
anti-Red  book  "The  Red  Network",  repre- 
sents the  cooperative  efforts  of  one  Harry  T. 
Moore,  the  editors  of  "The  New  Republic", 
and  US  other  radicals  who,  like  the  editors, 
are  listed  in  "The  Red  Network".  The 
editors  called  upon  these  radicals  to  help 
deny  the  accuracy  of  "Red  Network"  state- 
ments concerning  themselves,  and  they  print 
the  "best",  in  their  opinion,  of  the  denials 
collected.  I  have  announced  that  if  any 
radical,  or  any  conservative,  discovers  an 
error  in  "The  Red  Network",  I  would  be 
glad  to  have  it  pointed  out  and  to  cor- 
rect it.  But  if  the  utterly  futile  list  in

You  will  find  the  original  in  the  23rd  chapter  of 
the  Gospel  according  to  St.  Matthew. 

V«roe  unto  you,  Communist  front  organizations  J  for  ye  are  like  unto  whited 
sepulchres,  which  indeed  appear  beautiful  outwardly,  but  are  within  full  of  the 
dead  bones  of  totalitarianism,  and  of  all  degradation. 

Even  so  ye  also  outwardly  appear  progressive  unto  men,  but  wit 
full  of  deceitfulness,  seditious  iniquity,  and  revolutionary  intrigu 


The  white  on  the  outside  of  the  Pharisaical  sepulchres  in  Jes\ 
a  pretended  reverence  for  the  Hebrew  Prophets.  Actually,  the  Pharise 
contempt  for  the  things  for  which  the  prophets  stood.  The  white  on  the  ouTslfle" 
of  the  sepulchres  of  red  totalitarianism  is  a  pretended  concern  for  peace,  civil 
liberties,  relief,  freedom,  democracy,  and  general  human  welfare;  but  in  every 
land  where  the  red  totalitarians  have  set  up  their  slave  system,  they  have  struck 
savagely  at  these  noble  ideals. 

Communist  front  organisations  in  the  United  States  usually  incorporate  one 
or  more  of  these  worthy  but  pretended  objectives  ih  their  titles.  Thus  we  have 
the  American  League  for  Peace  and  Democracy,  the  American  Committee  for  Spanish 
Freedom,  the  Civil  Rights  Congress,  the  Spanish  Refugee  Relief,  and  so  on  end- 
lessly. These  high-sounding  titles  wholly  belie  the  inner  workings  and  ultimate 
objectives  of  the  Communist  front  organizations. 

Mo  more  succinct  statement  of  the  deceitfulness  of  the  Communist  front  or- 
ganization has  been  written  (in  official  documents)  than  that  which  appeared  in 
the  brief  of  the  Department  of  Justice  in  its  case  for  the  deportation  of  Harry 
Bridges.  The  brief  said:  "Testimony  on  front  organizations  shewed  that  they 
were  represented  to  the  public  for  some  legitimate  reform  objectives,  but  actually 
used  by  the  Communist  Party  to  carry  on  its  activities,  pending  the  time  when  the 
Communists  believe  they  can  seize  power  through  revolution."  (page  11  of  the 
Attorney  General's  brief,  May  28,  1942). 

Looking  at  the  Communist  front  organization  from  the  standpoint  of  its  his- 
torical evolution,  we  find,  roughly  speaking,  three  stages  of  development: 

1.  The  mass  organization,  or  "transmission  belt,"  of  the  'twenties. 

2.  The  "united  front"  organization  of  the  early  'thirties. 

3.  The  front  organization  of  the  past  decade. 

Willi  Muenzenberg,  one  of  the  top  Communist  leaders  in  Germany,  was  the 
leading  exponent  of  the  theory  and  tactics  of  the  Communist  mass  organization. 
In  a  speech  delivered  at  the  Sixth  Congress  of  the  Communist  International  in 
Moscow  on  July  20,  1928,  Muenzenberg  spoke  of  the  masses  of  non-Party  workers 
"who  have  not  yet  mustered  the  courage  to  take  the  final  step  and  join  the

COMMUNIST  THREAT 


EDITOR'S  NOTE:  Can  Communist  influences  be 
eliminated  completely  from  the  U.  S. — front  labor 
unions.  Government  and  private  groups? 

How  great  a  threat  is  Communist  infiltration? 
Are  "liberals"  being  duped? 

To  learn  what  influences  are  at  work  and  how 
best  the  U.  S.  can  take  action  against  Commu- 
nism, U.  S.  News  &  World  Report  invited  Pat  Mc- 
Carran,  chairman  of  the  Senate  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee and  of  its  Internal  Security  Subcommittee, 
for  an  interview  before  he  left  Washington  for  a 
Western  trip.  Questions  and  answers  follow.

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0  What  would  you  say,  Senator  McCarran,  is  the 
main  objective  of  your  Committee — the  Internal  Se- 
curity Committee? 

A  We  have  a  number  of  objectives,  but  they  all  in- 
volve questions  affecting  the  security  of  this  country. 
Perhaps  you  might  say  the  main  objective  of  the  Com- 
mittee at  the  moment  is  to  find  out  truthfully  what 
led  up  to  our  present  situation  in  Asia. 

At  the  present  time,  one  task  force  is  working  on 
an  investigation  of  the  Institute  of  Pacific  Relations, 
and  it  has  been  ever  since  we  started. 

Another  task  force  has  been  working  for  many 
months  on  the  question  of  infiltration  of  Communism 
into  labor  unions  in  this  country,  and  we  have  other 
task  forces  working  on  other  lines  of  the  actual  opera- 
tion of  Communism  in  the  various  phases  of  our  na- 
tional life. 

We  also  have  task  forces  watching  the  administra- 
tion and  enforcement  of  the  various  provisions  of  the 
Internal  Security  Act. 

0  Has  there  formed  in  your  mind  a  pattern  of  what 
the  Communist  technique  is  with  respect  to  influence 
on  any  of  our  policies? 

A  I  can  see  certain  outlines.  It's  so  broad,  it's  so 
colossal,  that  it's  hardly  something  that  you  can  ex- 
press in  a  short  time. 

First  of  all,  the  object  of  the  world  Communist  con- 
spiracy is  to  communize  the  world.  There  is  no  ques- 
tion about  that  at  all.  And  they  are  going  to  do  it  not 
by  war  particularly — they  don't  want  a  war  that  will 
involve  them  directly — but  by  infiltration,  by  condi- 
tioning our  thinking,  by  propaganda,  by  the  Commu- 
nist version  of  thought  control. 

Let's  take  our  own  country.  They  have  come  in  here 
and  some  of  our  best-educated  and  most  brilliant  peo- 


ple have  lent  themselves  to  Communist  methods  and 
to  the  Communist  way  of  thinking.  Unhappily  even 
some  of  our  big  educational  institutions  have  lent 
themselves,  in  one  way  or  another,  to  the  activities  of 
the  Communists. 

O  Innocently  and  otherwise? 

A  Yes.  The  Communists  have  infiltrated  through 
various  channels.  For  instance,  they  have  been  great 
users  of  the  diplomatic  channel,  coming  into  this 
country  under  diplomatic  immunity.  The  fact  of  the 
matter  is  that  certain  diplomatic  centers,  the  embas- 
sies, legations,  consulates  of  Communist  and  Commu- 
nist-satellite countries,  and  in  some  cases  the  United 
Nations  delegations  from  those  countries,  have  been 
the  cells  from  which  Communism  has  radiated 
throughout  the  country. 

O   They  have  been  used  as  part  of  the  apparatus? 

A  Yes.  Time  and  again  we  get  testimony  that  peo- 
ple who  have  come  here  from  behind  the  Iron  Cur- 
tain, by  design  and  by  direction,  for  subversive  pur- 
poses, have  gone  directly  to  the  embassies  and  got 
their  instructions.  In  some  instances  they  have  gone 
directly  to  an  individual,  sometimes  in  diplomatic 
status  and  sometimes  not.  I  will  say  that  we  have,  to 
my  mind,  convincing  evidence  of  that — anyone  would 
be  convinced  by  it. 

Now,  when  you  get  one  of  those  individuals  on  the 
stand  and  ask  him  with  regard  to  the  party  he  con- 
tacted, "Did  you  know  he  was  a  Communist?"  he  may 
say,  "Yes,  I  knew  he  was  a  Communist,"  or  he  may 
just  say,  "Well,  I  was  told  to  go  to  him.  I  didn't  ask 
him  if  he  was  a  Communist.  I  didn't  ask  him  if  he  had 
a  card.  I  didn't  ask  him  if  he  belonged  to  the  party.  I 
was  told  to  go  to  him,  and  I  did  and  so  got  my  in- 
structions."

A  Slanted  Guide  to  Library  Selections

N  impressive,  cheery-eyed  old  lady,  Miss  Helen 
E.  Haines,  who  lives  in  Pasadena,  California, 
has  more  to  do  with  determining  what  books 
go  onto  the  shelves  of  your  public  libraries  than 
anyone  else  in  the  whole  country. 

Helen  E.  Haines  is  the  dean  of  American  li- 
brarians. For  half  a  century  or  more  she  helped 
direct  the  growth  of  the  American  Library  Asso- 
ciation. Her  love  of  books,  her  wide  reading,  her 


enthusiasm,  her  mastery  of  the  library  arts,  her 
skill  as  a  teacher,  lecturer  and  writer — all  these 
combined  to  make  her  a  key  figure  among  those 
who  operate  and  direct  our  thousands  of  libraries. 
Her  views  and  recommendations  on  book  selections 
have  carried — and  still  carry — tremendous  weight. 
She  is,  so  to  speak,  the  librarians'  librarian. 

A  few  months  ago  Columbia  .University  Press 
brought  out  a  new  and  revised  edition  of  Miss 
Haines's  magnum  opus,  "Living  With  Books."  The 
new  edition,  wrote  Miss  Haines,  was  needed  "to 
show  the  ever-enlarging  flow  of  books  through  our 
own  times  as  manifestation  of,  and  accompaniment 
to,  the  surging  streams  of  history  we  are  living  in." 

For  a  dozen  of  the  great  regional  divisions  of 
books  [she  says]  I  have  sought  to  present  a  broad 
synthesis  of  dominant  subject,  to  indicate  variant 
viewpoints,  to  balance  opposed  opinion,  to  be,  so 
far  as  possible,  comprehensive  and  objective 
throughout. 

"Of  all  the  thousands  who  are  waiting  to  welcome 
the  second  edition  of  'Living  With  Books,'  the 
thirty-six  most  joyous  ones  are  the  teachers  of  book 
selection  in  the  country's  library  schools  .  .  ."  de- 
clared Althea  Warren,  former  chief  librarian  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Public  Library,  in  her  foreword  to  the 
revised  edition. 

To  all  who  have  known  Miss  Haines's  long  and 
honorable  career,  her  objectivity  as  well  as  her 
-ppgn-mindedness  were  beyond  question.  Her  recom- 
mendations on  newer  books — as  on  older  ones — 
therefore  carried  tremendous  authority.  Since  it 
was  first  published  in  1935,  "Living  With  Books" 
has  become  the  bible  of  librarians  everywhere.  In 
the  10,000  or  more  public,  private,  high  school  and 
college  libraries  of  the  United  States,  no  textbook 
for  librarians  is  more  highly  regarded.  It  is,  as  the 
Bookman's  Manual  declared,  "the  standard  compen- 
dium of  the  art  of  book  selection."  The  California 
Librarian  says  of  the  revised  edition: 

This  book  is  the  text  on  book  selection.  Library 
school  students  can  hardly  appreciate  how  fortu- 
nate they  arc  to  have  it  ...  it  needs  no  recommen- 
dation to  librarians.  In  fact,  we  would  give  you 
warning  that  once  you  dip  into  it  you  are  lost. 

I  have  been  doing  more  than  dipping  into  Miss 


Haines's  book.  I  have  read  carefully  both  the  origi- 
nal 1935  edition  and  the  1950  revised  edition.  I  can 
appreciate  the  enthusiasm  of  librarians  for  this 
textbook.  It  is  well  organized  and  filled  with  infor- 
mation of  value  to  <;very  library  specialist.  It  evalu- 
ates hundreds  of  volumes.  Each  chapter  has  a  list 
of  recommended  books.  Above  all,  the  book  is  easy 
to  read.  No  wonder  librarians  swear  by  it. 

*HERE  is,  however,  a  profound — and  dangerous 
■■•  — difference  between  the  1935  edition  and  that 
of  1950.  For  at  some  point  in  the  intervening 
years  Miss  Haines  "discovered"  Soviet  Russia 
and  the  Communist  philosophy.  Like  all  new  con- 
verts, she  has  lost  no  opportunity  in  revising  her 
book  to  play  up  her  discovery.  In  fact,  the  major 
impression  I  get  from  a  comparison  of  the  original 
with  the  revised  edition  is  the  strong  pro-Soviet 
bias  of  the  latter.  Miss  Haines  may  think  she  is  still 
objective,  but  in  fact  she  has  now  become  a  propa- 
gandist for  the  Stalinist  way  of  life. 

The  prestige  enjoyed  by  Miss  Haines's  book  has 
carried  over  to  this  new  edition.  Without  doubt 
large  numbers  of  librarians  are  already  selecting 
books  based  upon  her  recommendations,  without 
knowing  that  the  cards  have  been  stacked. 

In  the  1935  edition  of  "Living  With  Books," 
"communism"  was  not  listed  in  the  index  (despite 
the  fact  that  communism  had  been  a  major  issue  in 
world  politics  for  nearly  18  years) .  In  the  1950  edi- 
tion there  are  31  items  under  that  heading.  The 
USSR,  as  such,  was  unlisted  in  1935.  There  were 
17  items  under  it  in  1950.  Marxian  philosophy  was 
unlisted  in  the  first  edition.  There  are  36  items 
under  that  head  in  the  new  edition. 

The  tremendous  power  wielded  by  book  reviewers 
who  were  apologists  and  defenders  of  the  Soviet 
government  and  communism  has  been  reported  in 
detail  by  several  writers  during  the  past  year.  Miss 
Haines,  however,  insists  that  the  opposite  is  true. 

In  the  literature  of  the  war  and  postwar  years  the 
clash  of  nationalisms,  the  conflict  of  ideologies, 
kindled  impassioned  warfare;  and  the  great  re- 
viewing combat  arena  of  the  period  is  that  de- 
voted to  books  about  Russia.  Balanced  judgment 
and  fair  understanding  were  obscured  and  the 
scales  of  American  public  opinion  were  weighted 
by  prejudice  and  hostility  of  a  strong  anti-Soviet 
"bloc"  of  well-known  reviewers,  so  that  impartial, 
adequate  book  selection  in  this  field  deteriorated 
in  many  library  collections.  [Italics  mine.] 

Librarians  are  warned  by  Miss  Haines  of  the 
current  "hysteria"  against  all  books  and  publica- 
tions friendly  to  communism.  Political  censorship, 
she  insists,  "has  drawn  strength  from  postwar  re- 
action." She  is  determined  to  stop  the  "witch  hunts'"

Communist-front  activitj.es  was  neither  fair  nor  relevant* 

First  brought  in  the  Supra;  ie     Court,   II,   Y.   City,   the  action  was  dismissed  by  Jus- 
tice Irving  Saypol,  for  failure   bo  make  a  case.     The  Court  of  Appeals  decision  sus- 
tains Judge  Saypol  and  in  a  16-page  opinion  sots  forth  considerations  which  bear 
decisively  on  the  issue:     is  it  right  or  not  to  dravr  public  attention  to  persons 
rith  Co; ■•.!  .uniat-f ront  affiliations? 

The  "sanctuary"  doctrine  invoked  by  or  on  behalf  of  Communists,  Eifth  Amendment 
witnesses  and  persond  with  front  records  appears  in  various  forms: 

A)  Two  unions,   ASTRA  and  Motors  Equity  Association,   "condeoned"  AHftRE  in  1955 
for  citing  some  of  their  nembors  and  their  Commuiifst-front  connections,  denouncing 
it  as  blacklisting,   interference  in  Internal  union  affairs,   invasion  of  political 
freedom,   etc, 

B)  Playwright  Arthur  Miller  (whose  forty-some  Convuniat-front  affiliations 
were  cited  in  MURK  Publication  10)  admitted  them  substantially  before  the  House 
Contiiittee  on  [to-American  activities  and,  though  saying  he  would  not  repeat  than, 
stated  that  he  considered  "artists"  a  privileged  group  with  a  right  of  "advocacy" 

not  to  be  questioned, 

C)  The  Report  on  Black-listing  in  fil'S  and  broadcasting  recently  issued  by 
the  Fund  for  the  Republic  is  impregnated  with  the  notion  that  to  question  and  cri- 
ticize persons  about  their  Communist  connections  is  unfair  and  irrelevant,  perhaps 
violating  the  Dill  of  Rights, 

D)  John  Henry  Faiilk,   CBS  disc-jockey  and  2nd  VP  of  .iFTR'.-NY  local,   is  current- 
ly suing  AWARE,   Inc.   for  0500,000  because  AWARE  Publication  16  noted  that  his  nanc 
or  services  hadbeon  used  some  seven  tines  by  Communist-connected  cause,'?. 

There  have  been  many  other  instances  of  the  demand  for  innunity  from  criticism  loth 
in  the  field  of  entortairnent-coi.wunj.cations  and  elsewhere. 

The  sum  of  the  "sanctuary"  doctrine  is  a  suicidal  proposition  that  Communis;!,  Com- 
munists and  their  helpers  cannot  be  e:o;osed  and  opposed  withovt  violating  the  Ccn- 
sitution  of  the  United  States  -  ■.<hile  everyone  ':lse  is  supposed  to  be  fair  game. 

Wow,   in  the  Julian,  decision,  the  Hew  icrl:  Court  of  Appeals  has  organised  considera- 
tions which  unravel  the  robe  of  imnrunity  -  and  Pas  done  so  with  scrupulous  respect 
for  legal  precedent  and  constitutional  guarantees, 
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
